MANUSCRIPT OF BONAPARTE. 

A Paris paper, on the authority of a journal, in 
Warsaw, announces that Count Dzialinski has 
brought to that city from Paris, a very interesting 
manuscript. It isa volume in small folio, of thirty 
or forty pages, entirely written by Napoleon.— 
The identity of the hand writing is guaranteed by 
a certificate signed by Montholon, Mounicr, and 
Bassona. This volume contains several curious 
documents relative to the history of France and 
Europe, there is also a paper on the improvement 
of the Turkish artillery, and several fragments of 
the Italian campaign. But what is particularly 
worthy of attention is a plan of the first Spanish 
campaign, dictated by Bonaparte to the Duke 
d’Abrantes, on the margin of which are several 
notes.
